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Saugus  Selectmen  Issue  Progress  Evaluation 


In  compiling  their 
annual  report  for  the  year 
1973,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  are  pleased  to 
"announce  a  year  of 
continued  progress  in  the 
Town  of  Saugus.  The 
program  of  public  works 
improvement  was 
highlighted  when  the 
Town  Meeting  voted  to 
commence  a  four-year 
sewer  extension  to 
complete  sewers  in  the 
town.  This  plan  was 
submitted  to  the 
selectmen   by   the   then 


Town  Manager  Francis  C. 
Moorehouse.  Later  it  was 
presented  to  the  Finance 
Committee  and  received 
their  endorsement.  A 
special  Town  Meeting 
voted  the  first  phase,  a  $2 
million  bond  issue. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the 
public  works  accomplishments 
during  1973.  In  the  long-range 
program  of  providing  sanitary 
sewers,  18.601  feet  of  sewer 
mains  and  services  were 
installed.  There  have  been 
nearly  three  miles  of  street' 
surfacing,  by  DPW  and 
contract,  a  total  of  15,  650  feel. 


Sidewalks,  both  new  and 
rebuilt,  represent  1,282  feet; 
6.848  feet  of  new  curbing  was 
installed,  as  well  as  13  new 
hydrants  and  96  new  signs.  A 
primary  contribution  were  new 
water  mains  and  extensions  of 
7.476  feet. 

A  major  step  was  the 
stabilization  of  the  tax  rate  for 
1973-74  at  the  same  level  as 
1972.  This  was  brought  about  by 
the  cooperation  of  the 
administration,  represented  by 
the  selectmen  and  the  town 
manager,  together  with  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the 
Town  Meeting.  It  would  have 
been  impossible,  even  with 
federal  revenue  sharing,  if  it

nad  not  received  the  help  and 
assistance  of  all  town 
departments,  for  which  the 
selectmen  wish  to  thank  all 
department  heads  and 
employes. 

On  Sept.  30.  Francis  C. 
Moorehouse  left  the  position  of 
town  manager  to  return  to 
private  employment.  Town 
Accountant  Norman  B.  Hansen 
was  named  temporary  town 
manager.  A  testimonial 
banquet,  sponsored  by  the 
selectmen,  was  held  in 
Moorehouse 's  honor,  and 
attended  by  some  700  well- 
wishers.  He  will  remain  as 
union  negotiator  for  the  town.

The  Personnel  Board  of  the 
Town  of  Saugus  met  monthly, 
as  defined  in  its  bylaws,  and 
conducted  the  following 
studies: 

•  A  comprehensive  study  of 
the  Health  Department  nurse's 
duties  in  comparison  with  the 
School  Department  nurse's 
duties. 

•  A  study  of  the  duties  of  the 
superintendent  of  the  Public 
Works  Department. 


•  A  study  of  the  duties  and 
classification  of  the  Building 
Maintenance  Department. 

Prior  to  the  end  of  the  1973 
year,  studies  have  been 
requested  for  data  processing 
clerk,  senior  clerk  typist  — 
collector  treasurer's  office,  and 
health  agent. 

During  the  calendar  year 
1973,  the  Personnel  Board 
received  seven  employe 
suggestions     and     after 


investigation  and  research 
awarded  three  town  employe 
monetary  awards. 

At  the  present  time,  the 
Personnel  Board  consists  of 
three  members  and  it  is 
hopefully  awaiting  the 
appointment  of  two  more 
members  to  fill  the  vacant 
positions  that  now  exist.

During  1973,  considerable 
work  has  progressed  on  the 
replacement  of  the  Central 
Street  bridge  at  Salter  Mills. 
The  Town  anticipates 
occupying  the  new  addition  to 
the  high  school  shortly  after  the 
new  year. 

As  the  year  drew  to  a  close, 
the  Selectmen  forwarded  their 
budget  recommendations  to  the 
Finance  Committee  on  Dec.  20, 
as  required  by  law.  Interviews 
are  in  progress,  and  a  diligent 
search  will  be  made  for  a 
permanent  town  manager.

&  Shop. 

During  the  year  1973  there 
were  eight  resignations  both 
from  regular  and  reserve 
officers  for  various  personal 
reasons.  The  positions  had  to  be 
filled  by  provisional  appointees 
due  to  the  absence  of  the  Civil 
Service  eligibility  list. 

During  September  1973  I 
initiated  and  effected  a  2-man 
car  patrol  on  all  divisions  as 
long  as  the  budget  allows  it  and 
the  personnel  was  available. 
This  program,  in  my  opinion, 
improved  the  morale  and  safety 
working  conditions  of  the  police 
officers.

Some  of  the  services  and 
assistance  provided  to  senior 
citizens  are: 

Social  Services:  Problems 
relating  to  finances,  medical 
needs,  old  age  assistance, 
surplus  food,  food  stamps,  tax 
abatements,  legal  assistance, 
housing,  S.S.I,  assistances,  etc. 

The  orfice  of  Human  Services 
at  the  Town  Hall.  Ronald 
Haddad,  director,  is  in  over-all 
charge  of  the  services  listed 
above. 

Transportation :    Necessary 


transportation  can  be  provided 
on  24-hour  notice.  A  mini-bus 
donated  by  the  Saugus  Lions 
Club  makes  many  trips  each 
day  to  assist  delivery  of  Meals- 
on-Wheels  at  Laurel  Towers 
and  Laurel  Gardens;  food 
surplus  delivery  each  month, 
and  service  lo  drop-in  centers. 

Hot  Lunches:  This  program 
has  been  held  at  the  Belmonle 
Junior  High  on  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday  each 
week.  There  were  7,525  meals 
served  with  the  cost  to  each 
person  being  50  cents.  This 
program  was  started  on  March 
22.  1972  and  has  continued,  with 
the  exception  of  school  closings 
and  vacations.  The  council  is 
vary  grateful  to  the  School 
Department  and  Mr.  Hudgins, 
as  well  as  all  of  the  personnel  of 
(he  cafeteria,  for  the  excellent 
service  provided. 

Meals-on-Wheels:  There  have 
been  3.9U8  meals  delivered. 
This  program  was  started  on 
Nov.  21,  1972,  and  is  currently 
accomodating  approximately 
100  persons  each  week.  It  is  the 
hope  of  the  council  that  this 
program  can  be  enlarged  in  the 
future.  Deliveries  are  being 
done  at  present  by  Ihe  mini-bus, 
and  22  volunteers  who  use  their 
n  cars  and  lime.  We  are  very 


grateful  for  their  cooperation. 

Outreach:  For  those  unable 
to  come  to  our  office,  an 
appointment  can  be  made  for  a 
worker  (college  student)  to 
visit  a  home.  This  is  a  two  day 
per  week  program. 

Food  Assistance  and 
Delivery:  Many  senior  citizens 
are  eligible  to  receive  food 
assistance  every  month  through 
the  government  surplus 
program.  Eligibility  is 
determined  by  monthly  income 
and  bank  savings.  Our 
volunteers  are  ready  to  help  in 
delivery  and  transportation. 

Drop-In-Centers :  St. 
Margaret's  Church, 

Cliftondale,  Tuesday-Friday,  10 
a.m. -2  p.m.;  East  Saugus 
United  Methodist  Church, 
Monday,  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  10  a.m. -12:30  p.m  : 
Center  United  Methodist 
Church,  Tuesday  and  Friday.  10 
a.m. -2  p.m. 

In  November,  1973,  free  flu 
shots  were  given  at  the  drop-in 
centers  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  MacFarlane  and  Mildred 
Derrah,  RN.  There  were  390 
senior  citizens  who  took 
advantage  of  this  service. 


Caroline  Nursing  Home  and  the 
North  Shore  Nursing  Home  was 
held  al  the  Bradley  Palmer 
State  Reservation  in  Ipswich.  A 
full  afternoon  cf  fun,  food,  and 
entertainment  was  enjoyed  by 
all.  The  Fiore  Bus  Service 
provided  a  bus  free  of  charge 
which  was  greatly  appreciated. 

Tax  Abatements:  For  the 
fourth  year,  members  of  the 
Council  have  assisted  senior 
citizens  who  are  property 
owners  to  fill  out  forms  for 
application  for  real  estate  tax 
abatements. 

During  September  and 
October,  approximately  250 
forms  were  processed  and 
turned  over  to  the  assessor's 
office.  Many  forms  were  filled 
out  at  the  homes  of  senior 
citizens  unable  to  leave  home 
because  of  physical  or 
transportation  problems. 

Christmas  Lights:  The 
Christmas  light  tour  for 
patients  in  the  convalescent 
homes  were  cancelled  because 
of  the  energy  crisis, 

Monthly  Newsletter:  Each 
month,  a  newsletter  is  prepared 
and  mailed  to  approximately 
2.500  to  3,000  senior  citizens. 
This  letter  is  to  help  all  to  keep 
informed  and  up  to  date  on  the 


many  activities  of  the  senior 
citizens  and  the  Saugus  Council. 

The  Senior  Citizen's 
Association  meets  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  each  month 
at  2p.m.  in  St.  Margaret's  Hall. 

The  newly  formed  Retired 
and  Semi-Relired  Men's  Club 
meets  at  the  CYO  Hall  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of 
the  month  at  9:30  a.m. 

A  senior  citizen  survey  fo 
ascertain  the  needs  of  the 
elderly  in  Saugus  was  slatted  in 
January,  1974.  Volunteers  will 
be  making  visits  to  all  residents 
65  years  or  older. 

A  shopping  bus  picks  up 
senior  citizens  to  go  to  and  from 
local  stores.  For  information, 
call  Town  Hall,  Ext.  29.

All  school  cafeterias  and 
other  places  of 

accommodations  provided  by 
the  town  fell  under  routine  and 
special  inspection  schedules. 

Motels,  cabins,  rest  rooms 
and  other  rental  units  were 
inspected  to  upgrade  and 
maintain  strict  standards  of 
sanitation. 

Standards  for  percolation 
testing  in  the  town  were  revised 
in  1973  to  reflect  a  higher 
degree  of  performance  than  is 
now  required  by  state 
minimum  specifications. 

Mosquito  Program 

Completion  of  3.000  square 
feel  of  salt  marsh  ditching, 
brook  cleaning  and  reclaiming 
to  destroy  hatcheries  before  the 
complete  metamorphosis 
occurs.  In  this  way  pest  control 
is  achieved  in  the  embryonic 
stage. 

Completion  of  13  acres  of 
winter  pre-hatch  (Ice)  dusting 
in  problem  areas  periodically 
identified  as  high  concentration 
zones.  Standard  mosquito 
control  consisted  of  one  aerial 
larvicide,  three  adult  sprays, 
sixteen  local  area  fogging 
applications  were  applied  by 
street  vehicles, 


and 
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The  Board  of  Health 
constantly  solicits  the  advice 
and  cooperation  of  local 
residents  who  abut  the  town's 
many  salt  and  fresh  water 
bodies  to  keep  these  mosquito 
breeding  areas  clear,  free  and 
flowing  to  further  abate  this 
summer  nuisance.  In  this  way, 
concerned  public  involvement 
coupled  with  municipal  service 
achieves  the  goal  of  keeping 
mosquito  pests  under  effective 
control. 

Rodent  Control 

Again  this  year,  on  sight 
inspections  of  rodent 
infestation  were  made  and 
specific  rodent  baiting 
programs  were  conducted  in 
both  residential  and 
commercial  areas  to  keep  the 
rodent  control  in  Town  to  an 
absolute  minimum.  In  this  way 
economic  losses  due  to  rodent 
infestation  were  minimized 
with  increased  success  over  the 
corresponding  period  of  1972. 

Singled  out  for  particular 
attention  in  1973  was  the  area  of 
the  town's  Saugus  River 
landing.  While  in  the  past,  this 
area  has  presented  a 
particularly  difficult  ro- 
dent   problem    due    to    the 


makeup  of  the  environment,  it 
is  believed  such  concentrated 
selective  enforcement  and 
treatment  will  go  far  toward 
relieving  the  particular 
problem. 

Sewer  Program 

With  90%  completion  level  of 
the  Route  1  commercial 
program,  greater  emphasis  has 
been  afforded  residential  relief 
in  the  town  particularly  in  the 
Lynnhurst-Hamilton  Street 
area. 

This  effort  has  resulted  in  a 
marked  reduction  in  the  ground 
water  pollution  levels  in  the 
area  which  in  turn  has 
upgraded  the  municipal  water 
supply  for  the  City  of  Lynn, 
located  in  the  Route  129  sector. 

In  addition,  sewerage 
construction  in-going  in  the 
Indian  Valley  area  is  proving  to 
be  of  great  relief  to  an  area  that 
was  particularly  hard  pressedn 
Eventual  completion  of  this 
program  is  expected  to  relieve 
this  problem  totally. 

Saugus  Town  Dump 

Again  in  1973,  operation  of  the 
Saugus  town  dump  provided  an 
area  for  the  citizens  in  general 
to  conveniently  dispose  of 
unwanted  goods.  This  has 
prevented  small  dumping  areas 
to  crop  up  illegally  around  the 
Town  due  to  the  lack  of  a 
central  receiving  area  of 
unwanted  large  goods.  In 
addition  great  savings  to  the 
town  and  the  citizens  resulted 
from  the  operation  of  the  Dump 
by  eliminating  the  need  to 
contract  with  commercial 
concerns  to  get  rid  of  large 
disposable  goods.

fk-  These  two  recommendations 
^  are  as  follows: 
•  New  Aerial  Platform  — 
This  unit  is  definitely  required 
£  for  many  reasons;  to  replace 
the  22-year-old  present  ladder 
truck;  to  safely  evacuate 
people  in  time  of  need  from 
Laurel  Towers;  and  many  other 
reas>ns  too  numerous  to 
mention. 

The  present  ladder  truck 
purchased  in  195Z  is  of  old 
vintage,  obsolete,  and  unable  to 
reach  some  of  the  new 
commercial  and  residential 
homes  in  town.  The  inability  to 
use  our  present  ladder  truck 
was  shown  when  St.  Margaret's 
Church  had  a  fire  due  to 
lightning.  Because  of  the  set- 
back from  the-  street  it  was 
impossible  to  reach  the  roof.  A 
call  had  to  be  placed  to  the  City 
of  Lynn  on  a  special  signal  for 
their  100-foot  aerial  in  order  to 
fight  this  fire. 

Because  of  the  Inability  of 
this  ladder  to  reach  the  roof, 
the  first  arriving  men  had  to 
present  themselves  to  working 
on  a  slate  roof,  increasing  the 
possibility  of  injury  to 
themselves  almost  to  a  point  of 
being  made  invalids  the  rest  of 
their  lives. 

Hard  Use 

Although  the  present  ladder 
truck  is  neat  in  appearance, 
this  does  not  alter  the  fact  of 
issue.  This  unit,  being  over  20 
years  in  age.  has  been 
subjected  to  extremely  hard 
use  and  action. 

In  order  to  properly  assess 
the  condition  one  must  take  into 
consideration  two  important 
factors,  stress  and  metal 
fatigue,  which  the  steel  has 
been  subjected  to  for  over  20 
years,  and  also  the  inability  to 
obtain  replacement  parts  in 
lime  of  need. 

I  will  agree  the  cost  of 
replacement  —  $130,000  —  is  at 
first  glance   a  high  figure; 


however,  when  one  takes  two 
points  into  consideration,  the 
life  expectancy  of  20  years,  and 
the  inflationary  prices,  the  cost 
factor  per  year,  per  tax  dollar, 
Is  small.  The  cost  factor  vs.  the 
life  saving  purpose  of  this 
vehicle  makes  such  a  unit  an 
Immediate  necessity. 

■:■  Fire  Station  in  North  Saugus 
—  The  National  Board"  of 
Underwriters  in  1937  and  again 
,in  1964  recommended  a  fire 
station  in  this  general  area.  A 
Town  Meeting  Fire  "Station 
Committee  recommended  a 
fire  station  in  this  area  to  be 
built  and  in  service  by  the  year 
1970;  International  Services 
Organizations,  formerly 
Underwriters,  are  going  to 
recommend  such  station  in 
their  1974  report. 

It  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  the  importance  of 
arrival  time  after  an  alarm  is 
received  for  a  fire.  Recognized 
authorities  have  established  the 
time  and  travel  distance  to  be 
Within  three  minutes  and  three 
miles,  respectfully. 

In  time  of  response  after 
receiving  an  alrm  of  fire  it  nov/ 
takes  the  Fire  Department  8-12 
minutes  to  arrive  within  the 
center  of  this  general  area.  This 
ts  too  long  a  period  of  time  to 
respond  to  a  fire. 

The  occupancy  of  this  area  Is 
heavily  populated  with  private 
dwellings,  shopping  centers, 
function  halls,  and  last  but 
certainly  not  Jeast  &n 
elementary  school, 

Within  the  last  10  years,  not 
Counting  100%  valuation,  the 
increased  valuations  to  the 
Town  of  Saugus  was  well  over 
$25  million.  With  the  new 
Valuation  base  the  millions  of 
dollars  in  valuation  figures  is 
astronomical.  Such  dollar  value 
to  the  town  should  and  must  be 
protected  by  and  with  proper 
and  adequate  fire  protection. 

Revenues 

To  provide,  in  my  opinion, 

proper  and  adequate   fire 

protection    to    two-thirds    of 

Saugus  and  not  to  the  remaining 
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one-third  Is  not  reasonable, 
especially  when  the  revenue  to 
the  Town  of  Saugus  lies  in  tin's 
general  area. 

As  Fire  Chief  in  Saugus  it  Is 
as  much  my  position  in  town  to 
not  only  be  an  administrator 
and  to  supervise  fire  fighting, 
but  to  also  call  to  the  attention 
of  those  officials  entrusted  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  the 
town  as  to  what  is  needed  for 
fire  protection. 

The  cost  to  the  taxpayer  In 
the  town  to  insure  himself  of 
adequate  and  proper  fire 
protection  to  this  general  area 
would  be  minimal;  based  on  a 
projected  cost  of  building  and 
equipping  it,  the  new  station 
would  cost  approximately  $1.50 
on  the  tax  rate  the  year  of 
construction/The  cost  of 
manning  such  a  station  would 
cost  the  taxpayer,  after  the 
Station  is  occupied,  less  than  $1 
per  year  on  their  tax  rate. 

When  one  looks  at  these 


figures  and  compares  them 
With  the  amount  of  added  fire 
protection  to  this  general  area, 
and  also  to  other  areas  of  the 
town,  the  cost  would  be  a 
negligible  factor. 
Growth 

It  must  be  taken  Into 
Consideration  the  progress  that 
has  been  made,  and  will 
continue  to  be  made  through  the 
growth  of  Saugus.  Such  growth 
is  not  specific  to  one  type  of 
occupancy.  Commercial 
property  is  expanding,  private 
dwellings  are  increasing; 
proposed  apartment  complexes 
are  also  increasing.  These 
factors  along  with  others  make 
It  most  important  that 
Immediate  action  be 
forthcoming  for  this  Fire 
Station. 

I,  as  an  official  of  the  town, 
and  a  taxpayer,  am  fully  aware 
of  the  financial  needs  and 
requirements  of  the  town. 
However,  among  many  of  my 


Sworn  duties  —  that  of  *£ 
reporting  imperative  needs  to)  x^ 
the  citizens  of  the  town  of  wf 
adequate  and  proper  fire  W 
protection—  is  an  extremely  !& 
Important  duty.  To  project  a  uj 
program  where  an  outlay  of  Jf 
money  is  required  is  not  a  j- 
popular  stand  to  take;  however,  g: 
I  would  rather  take  this  stand  . 
for  fire  safety  than  not  to  take  a  '',-■ 
stand  which  could  ultimately 
cost  the  life  of  a  person,  or  the 
unnecessary  loss  of  property 
from  fire. 

The  Town  of  Saugus  Is 
growing  and  will  continue  to 
grow,  which  necessitates  the 
Increased  needs  of  public 
safety.  We  are  increasing  the 
value  io  our  school  buildings 
and  school  system  because  of 
need  which  is  extremely 
important  to  the  Town  of 
Saugus.  We  must  also  take  this 
Same  positive  action  in 
providing  proper  and  adequate 
fire  safety  and  protection. 
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New  Kindergartens  Highlight  Schools  Report  T 
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By  WILLIAM  E.  KELLY 
Superintendent  of  Schools 
In  September,  1973,  we 
added  kindergartens  to 
our  school  system.  On 
Oct.  1,  our  kindergarten 
enrollment  was  349 
children  attending  nine 
classes  which  were  held 
1n  eight  of  our  elementary 
schools,  The  addition  of 
the  kindergartens 
increased  our  enrollment 
to  6,290  students  on  Oct,  1, 
1973. 

We  are  operating  the 
kindergartens  in  our  present 
facilities  and  have  made  no 
request  for  additional  space. 
Each  teacher  has  two  classes. 
One  of  these  attends  in  the 
morning  and  one  in  the 
afternoon.  This  is  the  standard 
procedure  for  kindergarten 
classes.  Children  from  schools 
which  do  nothave  a 
kindergarten  are  bussed  to 
another  school.  For  many 
reasons  all  of  this  bussing  is 
done  during  the  morning 
session  only. 

The  total  additional  cost  of 
these  kindergartens  this  year 
has  been  budgeted  at  $47,500. 
This  averages  $136  perpupi! 
which  was  added  to  our  budget 
to  provide  kindergartens  for 
about  350  children. 

As  this  report  is  being  written 
we  are  opening  our  high  school 
addition.  Construction  was 
completed  in  early  January  and. 
most  of  the  furniture  and 
equipment  has  been  delivered. 
On  Jan.  28.  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  appropriated  the  funds 
for  teachers  and  custodians  for 
the  addition  and  we  were  able 
to  open  on  Feb.  4,  1974. 

The  addition  was,  of  course, 
necessary  in  order  to  maintain 
our  accreditation  from  the  New 
England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools. 

Larger  Faculty 
The  addition  and  the  larger 
faculty  are  being  used  to  reduce 
class  sizes  so  that  our  students 
will  have  the  same  course 
material  available  as  those  as 
students  in  other  school 
systems. 

The  major  area  that  we  are 
considering  in  our  plans  for 
next  year  is  improved 
education  for  handicapped 
children.  A  major  change  in 
Blate  requirements  for  this 
education  has  been  ;assed  by 
the  legislature  during  the  last 
session.  This  bill,  which  is 
called  Chapter  766,  requires 
expanded  programs  for  all 
children  who  have  any  kind  of 
learning  disability.  Over  the 
years  it  also  will  shift  much  of 
the  responsibility  for  this  kind 
of  education  from  the  State  to 
the  local  school  systems. 

Chapter  766  calls  for 
expanded  financial  aid  to  the 
Cities  and  towns  for  the  money 
that  is  spent  on  this  type  of 
education.  The  bill  calls  for 
100%   reimbursement   qf_  all 
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CHEST 

455  Lincoln  Avenue 

Cliflondale  Sq.,  Saugus 
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funds  spent  for  this  purpose 
that  are  above  our  average  per 
pupil  cost.  The  reimbursement 
is  figured  by  an  elaborate 
formula  and  it  is  too  early  at 
this  time  to  see  how  it  will  worlt 
out. 

There  is  no  doubt,  however, 
that  Chapter  766  will  result  in 
expanded  educational 
programs  for  children  who  have 
any  kind  of  learning  disability 
and  it  is  our  hope  that  increased 
concentration  in  this  area  will 
be  most  beneficial  to  these 
students. 

Improve  Courses 

In  the  meantime  for  our  other 
students  we  will  continue  to  try  ■ 
to  imprive  our  course  offerings 
and  the  material  that  os  taught 


In  these  courses.  Our  new 
reading  program  started  in 
grade  one  this  year  and  appears 
to  be  quccessful.  We  will 
expand  this  to  Grade  2  next 
year  and  we  will  continue  to 
expand  our  programs  in  other 
Subject  matter  areas  at  the 
elementary  level. 

As  the  junior  high  school 
enrollment  decreases  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  allow  each  student 
a  fuller  use  of  the  facilities,  We 
are  trying  to  give  each  junior 
high  school  pupil  a  freer  choice 
in  the  courses  that  he  takes.  It 
is  our  hope  that  this  freedom  of 
choice  will  be  used  wisely  so 
that  the  junior  high  school 
Btudent  may  have  more 
Opportunity    to    suit    his 


education  to  his  plans  for  the 
future. 

A  great  deal  of  work  has  been 
done  by  many  people  this  year 
to  prepare  for  the  smooth 
opening  of  the  kindergartens 
and  the  high  school  addition. 
Many  people  have  also  been 
Involved  in  our  efforts  to 
improve  education  for  all  of  our 
other  students.  I  wish  to  thank 
them  for  their  efforts  and  to 
thank  the  School  Committee  for 
the  time  and  hard  work  that 
they  have  devoted  to  our  school 
system. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town 
Officials  for  their  hard  work  and 
cooperation.  This  has  .been  of 
great  benefit  to  our  school 
system  and  to  our  students.

Laurel    Gardens    and 
Laurel    Towers    come 
under     Massachusetts 
.  General  Laws;  Section  38 
to  41,   Chapter  121-B  as 
amended,  for  the  Housing 
of   Elderly   of   low   in- 
come.  To  be  eligible,  a 
person  must  be  65  years 
of  age  or  over.  A  person 
-must  be  of  low  income 
■  and  in  need  of  housing. 
Net   income    may    not 
exceed    for    one   person 
$4,500,    for    two    persons 
§5,000  for  admission  and 
1  $5,850  for  one  person  and 
1  $6,500  for  two  persons  for 
i  continued  occupancy. 

Dwellings  are  planned  for 
1  single  and  double  occupancy. 
Dwelling  for  two  persons  may 
be  occupied  by  the  following 
combinations:  married 
couples;  two  men  or  two 
women;  a  brother  and  sister. 

Gross  Income: 

Gross  income  includes  the 
income  from  all  sources 
anticipated  lo  be  received 
during  the  12  months,  following 
the  admission  or  the 
redetermination  of  income, 
excluding  certain  types  of 
income,  defined  below. 

Income  included  in  gross 
income  includes:  Social 
Security  payments:  income 
from  pensions,  annuities, 
interest ,  dividends  and  cash 
receipts  from  Public 
Assistance. 

Income  excluded  includes: 
Ten  per  cent  for  the  head  of 


household  plus  $300.00  for  the 
spouse;  a  deduction  for  extra- 
ordinary medical  expenses  if 
not  covered  by  insurance,  if  in 
excess  of  3%  of  Ihe  gross 
income  and  a  deduction  for  the 
cost  of  medical  insurance.

Laurel  Gardens:

Laurel  Towers: 

Laurel  Towers  was  opened 
Aug.  14.  1973,  within  a  month  all

etyisl ruction,  casted  in  place 
concrete  with  a  brick  facing 
i  huff  color)  and  twin  elevators. 
One  wing  on  the  first  floor 
contains  a  large  community 
room,  laundry,  office, 
conference  room,  electric  and 
generator  room.  The  other  wing 
lias  the  garage,  mechanical  and 
compactor  rooms,  plus  four 
apartment  units.

Data  Processing  Manager 
The  Data  Processing 
Department  continued  to 
make  excellent  progress 
during  the  year,  saving 
manual  labor  in  many 
diversified  areas.  The 
schedule  for  those  areas 
which  were  to  be 
automated  was 

established  by  the  Town 
Manager  and  was  posted 
publicly  in  the  Town  Hall. 
The  schedule  was  not  only 
met,  but  the  department 
was  also  able  to  fulfill 
many  special  requests. 

However,  the  schedule  was 
established  with  the  knowledge 
thai  the  computer  operator  was 
leaving  and  that  it  would  likely 
be  six  months  before  he  could 
be  replaced.  As  it  turned  out.  it 
was  seven  months  before  the 
new  operator  was  hired.  (It  is  , 
interesting  to  note  that  the  new 
operator  is  a  Saugus  resident). 
Since  the  first  priority  was  to 
keep  the  computer  running,  the 
result  was  that  little  time  was 
left  available  for  new  sys- 
tems and  programming.  This  can 
be  fully  appreciated  when  one 
realizes  that  during  this  slow 
down  on  new  work,  that  the  new 
programs  and  new  systems  that 
could  have  been  written  would 
have  replaced  two  years  of 
manual  effort  which  could  have 
had  a  value  of  over  $10,000. 
With  the  hiring  of  the  new 
operator  in  November,  by  the 
end  of  the  year  the  progress  on 
new  applications  had  been 
restored  to  its  previously  high 
level. 

The  spring  and  fall  water- 
sewer  bills  were  created  by  the 
computer  this  year.  By 
combining  the  sewer  bill  with 
the  water  bill,  10,000  bills  per 
year  were  eliminated.  This  not 
only  cut  effort  and  time 
required  to  put  out  the  bills,  but 
cut  the  cost  of  the  paper  used 
and  the  amount  of  transactions 
in  the  Collector-Treasurer's 
Department.  The  combined  bill 
was  produced  from  the  same 
file  used  to  produce  the  real 
estate  bills.  This  approach  is 
unique  and  has  the  advantage  of 
cutting  the  effort  required  in 
file  maintenance  and 
permitling  reports  which  would 
nol  be  possible  if  the  real  estate 
and  water-sewer  data  were  not 
combined. 

Billing  Cycle 
The  water  maintenance  and 
sewer  maintenance  billing 
cycle  was  eliminated.  Since 
there  are  no  more  than  200 
transactions  per  year,  it  was 
too  costly  to  put  out  a  separate 
bill .  The  obvious  solution  was  to 
combine  the  maintenance 
billing  with  regular  billing 
cycle,  thus  further  reducing, 
the  number  of  separate 
bills  produced  annually. 

The  automation  of  the  sewer 
billing  resulted  in  a  bonus 
saving,  for  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  control  the 
amount  billed  by  manually 
typing  all  7,000  bills.  The 
computer  generates  the  control 
for  the  current  bills.  The 
control  must  balance  to  the 
previous  control  plus  changes 
made  during  the  previous  six 
months,  such  as  the  installation 
of  new  sewers.  Thus,  all  that  is 
required  is  the  control  of  an 
average  of  50  transactions  per 
billing  period  to  produce  the 
sewer  bills. 


The  computer  was  used  to 
create  a  master  for  the  Poll 
Book  for  1973.  The  master  was 
the  same  as  the  master  which 
was  manually  typed  in  previous 
years.  Besides  the  manual 
labor  that  was  eliminated,  the 
Poll  Book  was  distinguished  by 
a  change  in  the  alphabetic 
portion  made  possible  by  the 
computer.  The  alphabetic 
listing  now  contains  all  the 
information  about  a  resident. 
Previously  on  the  Poll  Book 
which  was  created  manually, 
there  was  only  the  name  and 
address.  It  was  necessary  to 
look  up  the  precinct  using  the 
street  name.  Then  knowing  the 
precinct,  it  was  possible  to  look 
up  the  resident  in  street  portion 


to  find  the  information  sought. 
This  has  been  eliminated. 
Previous  Years 
In  previous  years,  it  has  been 
necessary  for  the  census  takers 
to  hand-write  slips  for  each  of 
the  17,200  residents  over  the  age 
of  17.  This  amounts  to  over 
100,000  pieces  of  information 
manually  written.  In 
December,  for  the  1974  census, 
the  census  forms  were 
completed  in  advance  using  the 
computer.  Since  they  were 
printed  from  the  same  file 
which  is  used  to  print  the  Poll 
Book,  the  census  forms  were 
printed  in  house  number  within 
street  sequence  for  the  census 
takers.  In  an  average  year  only 
about  1 ,000  changes  are  made  to 


the  resident  file.  Therefore,  the 
census  takers  will,  on  17  out  of 
17  residences,  have  only  to 
confirm  that  the  information  on 
the  census  slips  is  correct.  Any 
changes  are  noted  directly  on 
the  slips. 


By  eliminating  all  the  manual 
transcribing,  the  census  takers 
will  now  have  more  time  to  do  a 
better  job  and  to  gel  the  job 
done  earlier.  The  possibility  of 
errors  resulting  from  the

The  Cemetery  Department  had  a  total  if  135 
interments.  We  added  75  new  monument  foundations. 
Also  added  20,000  cubic  yards  of  fill  for  the  expansion  of 
the  Cemetery.  The  Cemetery  Department  had  receipts 
of  $32,619.

The  old  75-foot-high  chimney 
on  the  Cemetery  property  was 
demolished  and  hauled  away 
for  fill  by  Joseph  Vatcher  and 
the  Foresty  Department  crew. 

Three  town  buildings  that 
were  set  on  fire  by  vandals 
were  demolished  and  hauled  to 
the  dump  by  the  Foresty 
Department  crew. 

The  Foresty  and  Parks 
Division  planted  75  new  street 
trees.  Answered  379  requests 
for  tree  maintenance  or  tree 
removals. 

More  than  900  feet  of  new  and 
used  chain  link  fence  was 
installed  including  300  feet  at 
Stocker  playground,  85  feet  at 
the  Emerson  School,  65  feet  and 
a  12-foot  gate  at  the  Junior  High 
School.  One  hundred  fifty-five 
feet  and  a  40-foot  backstop  for 


little  league  field  at  the 
Oakland  vale  School.  Two 
hundred  feet  of  fence  at  the 
Bristow  Street  playground  was 
installed.  More  than  1,000  feet  of 
chain  link  fence  was  repaired  at 
various  playgrounds  as  a  result 
of  vandalism.  Five  hundred  feet 
of  fence  was  painted  and 
refurbished. 

A  new  little  league  baseball 
field  was  started  with 
construction  to  be  completed  in 
the  spring  of  1974. 

The  baseball  field  at 
Stackpole  Field  was 
refurbished. 

The  Department  supervised 
the  pouring  of  the  concrete 
footing  for  construction  of  the 
new  animal  shelter  at  the  town 
dump  site. 


The  Saugus  Planning 
Board  herewith  submits

During  the  year  of  1973, 
the  Saugus* Planning 
Board  continued  the 
policy  of  conducting 
regularly  scheduled 
meetings  on  the  first  and 
third  Thursday  of  each 
month.  Eight  additional 
meetings  were  called  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  up 
with  an  increased  work 
load,  and  to  conduct 
public  hearings  in 
accordance  with  the 
Zoning  Enabling  Act, 
Chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law,  Chapter  41 
of  the  General  Laws. 

A  continuing  effort  to  update 
and  upgrade  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  resulting  in  nine  articles 
being  submitted  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  Warrant  by  the 
Planning  Board.  Seven  of  these 
were  enacted,  while  we 
requested  withdrawal  of  one  for 
further  study.

1974,

public  hearings  were  held  and 
recommendations  made  to  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  nine 
other  articles  sponsored  by 
citizens.

developments  at  Pevwell 
Drive.  Pemberley  Drive  (near 
Hurd  Avenue),  Jones  Drive 
(near  Mclntyre  Drive)  and 
David  Drive  (in  Indian  Valley). 

The  board's  part-time 
inspector,  Richard  C.  Tangard 
has  again  proved  invaluable 
with  his  on-job  inspections, 
guaranteeing  longer  life  and 
less  future  maintenance  of 
utilities  and  roads.  His  counsel 
and  guidance  to  the  board  on 
subdivision  and  limited 
apartment  district  plans  have 
been  most  helpful  in  assuring 
approval  of  plans  which  will 
provide  highest  quality 
developments. 

Legal  complications  have 
delayed  the  start  of  major 
developments  during  the  past 
several   years.    In    1973,    the 


Sheffield  Heights  and  Newhall 
Avenue  projects  were  given 
court  approvals.  Despite  the 
national -economic  trend,  work 
has  been  continuing  on  the 
plans  during  the  year,  and  both

The  Board  of  Building 
and  Zoning  Appeals 
submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  1973. 

As  provided  by  Chapter  40  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
the  board  is  a  tribunal  created 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
appeals  from  the  arbitrary 
restrictions  placed  upon  the 
building  inspector  in  issuing 
permits  under  both  the  zoning 
and  building  laws.  The  board, 
after  conducting  public 
hearings  and  complying  with  all 
provisions  of  the  statute,  may, 
under  special  conditions,  and 
only  by  unanimous  vote,  grant 
variances  and  special  permits 
ordering  the  building  inspector 
to  issue  either  building  or 
occupancy  permits. 

During  the  year,  the  board 
held  public  hearing  meetings 
with  57  petitioners  requesting 
variances.  Of  this  total,  27  were 
granted;  19  denied;  11  were 
given  leave  to  withdraw. 

In  March  1973,  Edward 
Service  was  appointed  a 
regular  member  and  Earl 
South  wick  as  an  alternate,  both 
for  a  period  of  three  years. 

Three  associate  members  are 
available  as  a  substitute  should 
3  regular  member  be  unable  to 
nttend  a  public  hearing. 

The  board,  in  its  duties, 
makes  trips  throughout  the 
town  to  view  property  of  the 
petitioners. 

With  continued  up-dating  of 
outmoded  laws,  the  demand  for 
new  construction,  and  the 
scarcity  of  building  lots,  the 
board  feels  that  the  work  load 
will  continue  to  increase  in  the 
coming  years.

Supt.  Pesce  Reviews  1973  Achievements    E|eC|rjc  Jh

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  operations 
and  work  performed  by  the  various  divisions  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  year  1973. 

The  administration  division  consists  of  the 
superintendent  of  public  works,  a  principal  clerk,  a 
senior  clerk  and  one  temporary  junior  clerk. 

During  1973  most  telephone  calls  and  communications  were 
received  by  this  office  tor  services  which  were  channeled  to  the 
various  divisions.  This  division  also  computed  and  mailed  13,396 
water  and  8,983  sewer  bills;  prepared  the  weekly  payrolls  for  Data 
Processing;  kept  books  of  expenditures;  prepared  balance  sheets 
kept  personnel  records;  prepared  sewer  and  other  betterment 
assessments;  monthly  water  charges;  prepared  sketches  and  cost 
estimates  tor  Special  Articles  in  the  1973  Town  Warrant  and  other 
related  miscellaneous  duties  too  numerous  to  mention.  The 
Complaint  Department,  set  up  In  1972,  is  still  being  compiled  wtth 
which  increased  the  work  load  because  each  complaint  had  to  be 
investigated  and  a  detailed  written  report  had  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  complainant.  . 

The  most  important  and  major  responsibilities  of  this  division 
was  the  planning  and  preparation  of  the  1973-1974  budgets  and 
Department  of  Public  Works  programs. 

During  the  annual  clean-up  campaign  all  divisions  of  the  DPW 
participated  in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  rubbish  and  obsolete 
household  articles.  A  total  of  1288  loads  were  taken  to  the  town 
dump  on  Main  Street. 

Our  highway  foreman,  Frederick  W.  Lancaster,  retired  as  of 
Feb  24  1973.  We  will  miss  this  most  dedicated  town  employe  but 
wish  him  happiness  and  good  health  during  h  his  retirement  years. 

Highway  Division 

The  highway  division  consists  of  a  force  made  up  of  nine  men 
under  the  direction  of  a  highway  foreman.  This  division  is  divided 
into  a  six  man  construction  sectioo  and  a  three  man  maintenance 

In  addition  to  general  maintenance  of  (cleaning  culverts  and 
catch  basins;  brook  cleaning;  correcting  flooding  conditions; 
redding  and  flushing  drainage  lines;  sweeping  squares  and 
highways;  snow  and  ice  control;  fence  and  guard  rail  repairs; 
highway  and  sidewalk  repairs;  drainage  system  repairs;  setting 
curb  stones;  concrete  curbing  repairs;  street  and  warning  sign 
maintenance;  equipment  repairs  and  preventative  maintenance; 
learning  and  seeding  grass  plots  and  slopes;  retaining  wall 
repairs;  bituminous  concrete  drainage  berm  repairs;  roadside 
clearing  of  debris;  annual  clean-up  campaign;  highway  brush 
clearing;  miscellaneous  jobs  for  other  town  departments;

CENTRAL  STREET  BRIDGE 

In  order  to  provide  highway  safety  and  to  prevent  further 
flooding  at  this  location  it  became  necessary  to  replace  the 
obsolete  stone  abutment  bridge  and  deck  with  a  modern  bridge. 

Therefore,  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  the  Central  Streeet  Bridge,  spanning  the  Saugus  River  at 
the  Salter  Mills,  is  in  the  process  of  replacement.  Approximately 
70%  of  the  work  has  been  completed  and  the  bridge  is  scheduled  to 
open  in  the  spring  of  1974.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  project  is 
S150.000.00  with  the  State  contributing  approximately  $110,000.00 
and  the  Town  approximately  $40,000.00.

Maintenance 

Received  188  written  requests 
(OT  repairs  or  m*i«*«m*t«o*  *•-  - 
motors,  controllers,  emergency 
lighting,  receptacle  outlets, 
switches,  lighting  fixtures  and 
related  equipment  which  was 
serviced  by  the  men  in  the 
department.  We  also  responded 
to  many  verbal  requests  for  the 
same  type  of  work. 

Some  proj«cts  beyond 
ordinary  maintenance  were 
also  accomplished  during  the 
year  1973. 

Oil  Burners 

We  had  51  heavy  oil  burner 
service  calls  and  59  No.  2  light 
oil  burner  service  calls.  Only  a 
few  schools  lost  a  day  of  school 
because  of  malfunctioning  oil 
burner  equipment.  Early 
notification  by  the  School 
Department  custodians  allowed 
time  to  repair  burners  and  kept 
the  loss  of  school  days  to  a 
minimum. 

Street  Lighting 

Although  this  program  has 
been  curtailed  to  some  degree 
by  the  Energy  Crisis.  We  have 
made  continued  progress  up- 
dating the  street  lighting  in  the 
town. 

Installed  during  the  past  year 
in  commercial  areas  were  44, 
48,000  Lumen  Sodium  Vapor 
Lights.  On  residential  access 
streets  22  new  8,000  Lumen 
Mercury  Vapor  lights.  On 
heavy  traffic  streets  we 
installed  36,  21,000  Lumen 
MercuryVapoiJf-ights  Removed 
77  of  the  obsolete  Incandescent 
Lighting  Fixtures  with  many 
more  waiting  a  scheduled 
change. 

Fire  Alarm 

This  past  year  we  removed 
six  fire  alarm  street  boxes  for 
excessive  false  alarms.  This 
also  helped  to  relieve  crowded 
circuit  conditions. 

The  personnel  in  our 
department  have  done  a  fine 
job  this  year  and  we  received 
excellent  co-operation  from 
other  departments.

Resident  File 

The  resident  file  was  also 
used  to  produce  mailing  labels 
at  the  request  of  the  'Listen 
program.  One  mailing  label 
was  produced  for  each  family  in 
the  town  and  they  were  used  to 
send  out  a  letter  explaining  the 
Alternate  Home  Program. 

At  the  request  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Business  and 
Industrial  Development 
Cfmmi«i/in.  the  computer  was 
used  to  produce  an  Inventory  or 
all  the  land  in  Saugus  which  has 
the  potential  to  be  developed 
for  industrial  or  commercial 
use.  Over  10,000  parcels  of 
property  were  analyzed,  and 
2,700  parcels  with  a  total  area 
of  over  126  million  square  feet 
and  an  assessed  value  of  14 
million  dollars  were  selected. 
Such  an  inventory  was  never 
before  conceived  and  has  been 
used  as  the  basis  for  the 
Commission's  work. 

Because  of  the  nature  and 


complexity  of  the  payroll 
application,  refinements  to  this 
system  continued  throughout 
the  year.  These  refinements 
were  made  because  they  were 
requested,  because  a  potential 
error  was  discovered,  because 
a  manual  task  was  being  done 
that  could  be  automated,  or  to 
add  more  flexibility  to  the 
system.  Evidence  of  the 
success  of  this  effect  is  the  high 
rate  of  accuracy  achieved 
during  the  year.  There  were 
over  32,000  payroll  checks 
produced.  Only  12  of  these 
checks  had  errors  requiring 
new  checks.  These  were 
manual  clerical  errors  which 
are  not  related  to  data 
processing. 

Separate  Payrolls 

Two  smaller  separate 
payrolls  were  added  to  the  main 
payroll  so  that  all  three 
payrolls  can  be  processed  on 
one  pass  through  the  computer. 
The  non-contributory  payroll 
was  added  to  the  payroll  system 
on  Jan.  I,  1973  and  the  special 
duty  payroll  for  police  and 
firemen  was  added  to  the 
system  and  was  begun  on  Jan. 
I,  1974. 

The  absenteeism  was 
automated  for  the  year.  This 
will  eliminate  the  keeping  of 
manual  records  in  the 
Accounting  Department.  Of 
greater  importance  is  the  fact 
that  it  is  now  possible  to 
analyze  the  Absentee  Data  In 
any  way  that  is  requested,  that 
is  by  employe,  by  pay-period, 

by  type  wi*  absenteeism,  annual 

totals,  averages,  etc.  In 
addition,  it  has  been  planned  to 
print  on  each  payroll  check  the 
amount  of  accumulated 
absenteeism  for  each  type  of 
absenteeism  so  that  every 
employe  will  know  exactly  how 
much  absenteeism  he  has 
accumulated.  This  will  insure 
the  accuracy  of  the  absentee 
data. 

The  computer  was  put  to  use 
to  aid  the  Asset  Control 
and   Perpetual   Inventory 
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Committee.  Inventory  Data 
was  collected  from  all 
departments  for  each  piece  of 
furniture  or  equipment. 
Reports  listing  the  inventory 
for  each  department  was  sent 
back  to  the  original  department 
for  confirmation  of  accuracy. 
Final  reports  were  produced  by 
department  and  by  the  type  of 
asset  for  the  committee.  The 
final  step  will  be  to  have  each 
department  head  attach  a  non- 
removable label  to  each 
item  in  the  inventory. 
These  labels  are  prenumbered. 
The  computer  was  used  to 
assign  a  unique  number  to  each 
item.  The  label  corresponding 
to  the  number  assigned  will  be 
placed  on  each  item. 

Computer  Operator 
With  the  hiring  of  the 
computer  operator  in 
November  it  became  possible 
to  begin  the  work  on  the  new 
accounts  receivable  or  cash 
collection  system.  Under  the 
current  manual  system,  it  is 
necessary  to  hand  write  each 
bill  on  a  daily  cash  sheet.  Later 
each  transaction  must  be 
posted  to  the  commitment 
listing.  If  the  state  goes  with 
the  intended  two  real  estate 
billings  per  year  addition  to  the 
two  water-sewer  billings,  the 
total  number  of  bills  will  be 
over  32,000.  Thus,  there  will 
be  over  64,000  hand  written 
transactions  in  the  Collector- 
Treasurer's  Department  each 
year. 
The    new    system    will 

completely  ojiminate  the  above 

work.  This  is  accomplished  by 
having  the  computer  create  an 
accounts  receivable  card  for 
each  bill.  When  the  bill  is  paid, 
the  collector  wilt  pull  the  card 
representing  the  bill  and  send  it 
along  with  the  others  for  a 
given  day,  to  the  Data 
Processing  Department.  From 
these  cards,  the  daily  cash 
sheets  and  the  equivalent  of  the 
posted  commitment  listing  will 
be  created.  Besides  the 
elimination  of  all  the  manual 
work,  the  computer  will  be  used 
to  select  those  outstanding 
accounts  which  are  overdue  and 
require  notices.  Also 
automated  will  be  unpaid 
balances  for  the  water-sewer 


bills.  The  unpaid  bills  from  the 
spring  billing  are  added  to  the 
fall  bills,  and  the  unpaid  bills 
from  the  fall  billing  are  added 
to  the  real  eatate  bills  as  liens. 

The  creation  of  the  1974-75 
budget  was  automated  this 
year.  This  was  done  by  printing 
the  budgets  with  all  the 
previous  year's  information. 
Where  the  current  information 
would  normally  be  printed,  a 
line  was  printed  by  the 
computer.  The  budget  for  each 
department  was  given  to  the 
department  where  the  amounts 
requested  were  hand  written  on 
the  appropriate  lines.  This  then 
became  the  input  for  the  Data 
processing  Department.  The 
same  approach  was  used  for  the 
manager's  requests  and  the 
selectmen's  requests.  This 
approach  worked  very  well  and 
allowed  more  time  to  be  spent 
analyzing  the  budget,  because 
less  time  was  required  to  put 
the  budget  together  and  still 
meet  deadlines. 

Check  Signer 

The  check-signer  in  the 
Collector-Treasurer's  Depart- 
ment was  modified  to  not 
print  the  amount  of  the  check, 
but  only  the  signature. 
Previously  the  amounts  had  to 
be  keyed  in  manually  in  order 
for  the  machine  to  print  the 
signature,  the  computer  was 
used  to  print  the  check  amount 
and  the  check  signer  to  print 
just  the  signature.  By  reducing 
the  amount  of  keying  from  an 
average  of  six  strokes  to  one 
stroke  on  32,000  checks  per  year 
a  considerable  savings  in  labor 
was  realized. 

A  time  study  program  was 
written  to  produce  a  monthly 
report  of  the  computer  usage. 
The  report,  which  is  presented 
to  the  Town  Manager,  provides 
both  a  history  of  the  operations 
and  considerable  data  for 
managemental  analysis.  The 
report  is  run  by  program  or  job 
and  shows  the  days  in  which  the 
job  was  run,  its  start  time,  stop 
time,  and  run  time.  It  shows  the 
time  spent  creating  the 
program,  as  well  as  the  time 
spent  in  production.  For  each 
application,  totals  show  the 
time  spent  creating,  testing, 
and    using    programs    for 


production.  Also  shown  is  the 
percentage  of  the  total  for  the 
month  that  was  spent  on  each 
application. 

Finally,  the  total  time  spent 
for  the  month  creating,  testing, 
and  running  programs  is  shown. 
From  all  of  this  it  is  possible  to 
determine  peak  annual  work 
loads  to  permit  intelligent 
scheduling.  The  time  study  also 
permits  close  monitoring  of  the 
department's  growth.  Not  to  be 
overlooked  is  the  fact  that  the 
monthly  reports  provide  a 
history  that  is  frequently  used 
in  making  daily  decisions.  By 
simply  combining  all  the  data 
for  the  year  the  report  then 
produces  a  detailed  report  for 
the  entire  year. 

Detailed  Report 

Since  the  beginning  of  the 
year  the  department  has 
continued  to  produce  a  monthly 
detailed  report  of  the 
departments'  progress.  The 
report  is  given  to  the  town 
manager  to  keep  him  abreast  of 
the  departments'  progress. 
Copies  of  the  reports  are 
available,  upon  request,  to  the 
Town  Meeting  members, 
members  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  selectmen. 
These  reports  when  combined 
with  the  computer  time  study 
provides  a  complete  and 
comprehensive  picture,  in 
detail,  of  all  that  has  transpired 
in  the  department. 

During  the  year  the  Data 
Processing  Department 
continued  to  be  a  model 
installation.  IBM  selected 
Saugus  to  represent  the 
Municipal  Section  at  an  Open 
House  held  at  the  IBM 
headquarters  at  Waltham, 
Mass.  The  Open  House,  which 
was  for  the  System/3,  was  held 
during  the  17th  through  the  20th 
of  September.  The  portion  of 
the  Open  House  devoted  to 
Saugus  consisted  of  a  slide 
presentation  and  a  taped  text 
which  were  presented  together. 
Because  the  Installation  has 
progressed  so  smoothly,  many 
municipalities  have  visited  the 
department  to  get  answers  to 
specific  Data  Processing 
problems  or  learn  the  steps 
involved  to  step  up  their  own  in 
House  Computers.

"It  is  now  clear  that 
library  services  are 
needed,  to  greater  or  less 
extent,  directly  of 
indirectly,  by  the  entire 
citizenry  of  the  country. 
Such  services  are 
increasingly  essential  for 
education,  scholarship, 
and  private  inquiry;  for 
research,  development, 
commerce,  industry, 
national  defense,  and  the 
arts;  for  individual  and 
community  enrichment; 
for  knowledge  alike  of  the 
natural  world  and  of  man 
—  in  short  for  the 
continuity  of  civilization 
on  the  one  hand  and 
increasingly  for  the 
preservation  of  man's 
place  in  nature  on  the 
other.'' 

This  quotation  from  the 
report  of  the  National  Advisory 
Commission  on  Libraries 
reflects  the  position  of  the 
Public  Library  in  your 
community.  It  is  an  integral 
part  of  Saugus,  and  as  a  service 
organization  it  is  deeply  in- 
volved in  the  needs  and  affairs 
of  the  community  it  serves. 

Much  lime  and  energy  has 
been  spent  on  book  selection  to 
bring  to  the  public  the  newest 
and  best  in  fiction  and  non- 
fiction  books,  to  add  to 
established  collections  in  all 
libraries  of  the  system. 

Bookmobile  Service 

Book  service  from  the 
Eastern  Regional  Bookmobile 
Center  in  North  Reading  was 


Library  Expands  Special  Services 
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begun  in  November,  1968,  as 
special  service  to  augment  the 
library's  collection  at  the  North 
Saugus  School  Library  which  is 
run  by  the  Cliftondale  Branch 
librarians  for  the  North  Saugus 
school  children.  The  service 
was  expanded  to  include  the 
Cliftondale  Branch  in  January, 
1969,  and  the  East  Saugus 
Branch  in  September.  1969.  We 
began  by  borrowing  2,148  books 
in  1969,  and  this  year  we 
borrowed  4,196  items  from  the 
North  Reading  Center.  The  use 
of  this  service  has  lessened  the 
pressure  on  the  main  Library's 
collection  of  special  books  and 
best  sellers  for  branch 
borrowing,  and  has  in  this  way 
speeded  up  services  to  branch 
patrons. 

Obviously,  it  has  allowed  us 
lo  spread  around  our  yearly 
book  budget  by  not  having  to  try 
lo  buy  this  additional  number  of 
books.  My  thanks  to  our  branch 
librarians  for  this  special  work ; 
for  selections  are  made  by 
them,  careful  records  kept  of 
all  items  borrowed,  and  much 
time  spent  on  retrieval  so  that 
all  loans  may  be  returned,  in 
good  condition,  to  the 
bookmobile.  We  also  thank 
Mrs.  Hazelton.  bookmobile 
librarian,  and  her  driver  who 
have  been  most  courteous  and 
helpful.

Programs

At 
Cliftondale,    Mrs.    Marjorie 
Parker,     children's     librarian, 
has  had  story  and  activity  hours 
during    school    vacations    and 
special  seasons  of  the  year  for 
kindergarten   through  grade  4 
children.  These  are  announced 
as    scheduled.

This  year  our  group  had 
25  faithful  participants  from 
each  library  and  we  ended  the 
season  with  a  tour  of  the  Iron 
Works  followed  by  a  backyard 
party  with  songs  and  games  and 
refreshments. 

Common  Borrowers 
Cards : 

Common  Borrowers  cards 
are  made  available  to  Saugus 
adults  and  college  students 
following  a  signed  agreement  in 
1969  with  five  neighboring 
towns.  Such  a  card  allows 
borrowing  of  non-fiction  books 
from  Lynnfield,  Melrose. 
rceaarng  ,  Stoneham  and 
Wakefield  at  no  charge,  and  by 
simply  following  the 
regulations  imposed  on  home 
borrowers  of  the  participating 
town  libraries.  In  1973  we  had 
329  residents  with  SA  (Saugus) 
cards  for  this  special  use.

Copiall. 

This  copy  machine  for  public 
use  (near  the  main  library's 
circulation  desk)  makes  single 
copies  of  any  item  where  a  copy 
is  needed  for  personal  use,  such 
as  canceled  checks,  paid  bills, 
IRS  returns,  house  plans, 
deeds  and  so  on.  The  nominal 
fee  charged  per  sheet  pays  for 
stock  and  upkeep  of  this 
machine. 

Films: 

During  the  year,  210  sound 
films  have  been  borrowed  from 
the  Boston  Public  Library  and 
the  Maiden  Public  Library  for 
many  Saugus  Groups.  Among 
them  were  Ecology  ( Mr, 
MacNeiU),  Louise  Caroline 
Nursing  Home,  Department  of 
Human  Service,  Saugus  (Lynn) 
Mental  Health,  and  children's 
room  Friday  afternoon  movies; 
also,  single  films  for  special 
programs.

Interlibrary  Loans 

Books  not  in  our  collections 
and  needed  by  patrons  have 
been  borrowed  from  libraries 
other  than  those  involved  in  our 
Common  Borrowers 

Agreement  Requests  are 
accepted  at  the  circulation 
desks  in  the  libraries.  We 
burrowed  45  books  and  loaned 
"  nine  during  the  year. 

Large  Print  Books: 

Our  collection  of  large  print 
books  is  very  modest  as  these 
books,  per  volume,  are  very 
costly.  We  are  most  fortunate 
to  have  easy  access  to 
borrowing  such  books  from  the 
Chelsea  Public  Library,  which 


has  a  very  large  and  varied 
collection.  Ask  for  these  special 
books  at  the  circulation  desks  in 
all  libraries.

Records : 

Though  our  record  collection 
has  not  grown  appreciably  in 
1973  due  to  lack  of  money  to  add 
to  it,  our  circulation  for  records 
was  up  to  the  excellent  figure  of 
IH20,  a  thousand  over  last  year! 

Reference  Services: 

Reference  is  a  most 
important  and  time  consuming 
service  in  any  library  system, 
and  one  which  has  no  suitable 
measure  for  evaluating.  Many 
tunes  a  patron  can  be  led  to  an 
area  and  will  be  pleased  to 
continue  the  search  Other 
times  a  complex  question  will 
need  extensive  searching 
through  several  subject  areas,

reference  count  for  the 
Massachusetts  State  Report  is 
kept  on  questions  taking  more 
than  five  minutes  to  answer. 

Reserves: 

At  the  circulation  desks,  we 
have  reserve  slips  for  patrons. 
These  should  be  filled  in  for 
books  we  may  have,  books  on 
order,  or  books  we  can  borrow 
to  satisfy  the  reading  needs  of 
the  public.  Please  have  author 
and  title  for  a  request  to  allow 
us  to  fill  it  promptly.  At  any 
time,  ask  our  librarians  for 
help! 

Special  Book  Lists: 

These  are  a  continuing 
service  to  the  reading  public. 
New  book  lists  are  prepared 
each  month.  During  the  year, 
we  offer  the  following  lists: 
arts  and  crafts,  cookery, 
counseling,  education, 
magazines  (yearly),  memorial 
books,  special  education,  to 
name  a  few.      *  ■ 

Vacation  Books: 

Vacation  books  may  be  taken 
out  on  a  vacation  time 
schedule,  with  the  deadline  for 
returning  set  for  the  first 
Monday  in  October  for  adults, 
and  the  first  Monday  after 
school  begins  in  September,  for 
children  As  in  the  past,  we  do 
not  allow  7-day  books,  reserved 
books,  and  the  newest  non- 
fiction  to  go  out  for  this 
extended  period.  Borrowers' 
cards  must  be  left  on  file  in  the 
library  wnere  me  uuuns  arc 
signed  out. 

The  circulation  of  books, 
109.689,  in  1971  was  a  high  point 
in  six  years  of  increase  in 
circulation.  Our  figure  for  1973, 
99,397,  is  a  small  drop  over  1972. 
Our  continued  loss  of 
circulation  in  the  Cliftondale 
Branch  departments  is  due  to 
the  many  disturbances,  acts  of 
vandalism,  and  harassment, 
which  continue  to  plague  the 
area;  have  disrupted  the 
normal  function  of  the  library 
causing  inconveniences  to  adult 
patrons  and  often  jeopardizing 
the  well-being  of  children  using 
the  juvenile  facility  here,  so 
much  so  that  parents  have 
refused  to  let  their  children 
come  to  the  library,  and  many 


adults  expressing  their  regrets, 
have  stopped  coming  here. 

Book  Collection: 

During  1973,  3005  new  books 
were  added  to  the  adult 
collection,  and  1,377  to  the 
juvenile  areas;  a  total  4,382.  Of 
this  number,  356  were  gifts 
from  the  personal  libraries  of 
Saugus  citizens.  Many  were 
from  young  folk,  several  years 
out  of  college,  whose  recent 
text  books  were  an  important 
addition  to  our  collection. 

We  had  63  memorial  books 
given  to  us. 

With  the  increase  in  cost  of 
individual  books  and  higher 
postal  rates,  these  gifts  helped 
to  stretch  our  book  budget,  and 
we  thank  all  who  generously 
remembered  the  library.  Our 
collection  of  books  in  1973 
numbered  43,205  adult  and  high 
school,  and  21,520  juvenile,  or  a 
total  of  64,725  volumes. 

New  Registrations, 
1973 

Adult  cards  were  issued  to  768 
new  borrowers,  and  305  to 
juveniles. 

Overdue  Books: 

Overdue  books  deprive  other 
borrowers  of  the  chance  to  read 
books  that  might  be  interesting 
to  them,  too!  The  Board  of 
Library  Trustees  instituted  a 
charge  of  10  cents  for  each 
overdue  notice  sent  to  a 
borrower   in    addition    to    the 

regular    fino    of    turn    rents    Rer 

day  for  books  overdue  in  the 


adult  areas  of  all  libraries.  This 
policy  was  begun  in  July,  1970, 
and  still  applies  to  all  adult 
notices  sent  to  patrons. 

So  much  staff  time  and  town 
money  is  spent  on  this  type  of 
retrieval.  In  1973  all  libraries 
sent  out  1,144  6-cent  postcard 
notices,  678  letters  and  70  bills 
requiring  8-cent  stamps,  and 
made  2,157  phone  calls  to  get 
back  these  overdue  books.  In 
spile  of  our  efforts,  183  books 
have  to  be  considered  "lost  in 
circulation"  as  against  167 
'books  last  year. 

Saugus  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  has  made  two 
generous  gifts  to  us  during  1973: 
plastic  book  bags  and  printed 
bookmarks.  Most  helprul  for 
older  patrons  or  young  children 
carrying  an  armful  of  books, 
these  plastic  bags  are 
especially  useful  to  the 
libraries  in  rainy  or  snowy 
weather  to  protect  books  from 
water  damage. 

Very  much  appreciated  by 
our  borrowers,  the  colorful 
bookmarks  are  printed  with 
hours  and  telephone  numbers  of 
the  libraries. 

Staff  activities  for  the  year 
included  attendance  at 
meetings  of  the  North  Shore 
Librarians,  Massachusetts 
Library  Association,  New 
England  Library  Association, 
the  Greater  Boston  Public 
Library  Administrators, 
Eastern  Regional  Library 
System,  Children's  Round 
Table  and  Children's 
Librarians'  Sandwich  Club.

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•  Achievements  Reviewed 
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Sewer  System  Maintenance 

In  1973  this  division  continued  to  protect  the  town's 
Investment  in  sewer  construction  by  a  sewer  system  maintenance 
program  of  inspection,  cleaning;  flushing  and  repairing 
approximately  10  miles  of  sewer  mains  in  critical  areas 
throughout  the  Town.  This  program  revealed  many  stoppages, 
leaks,  construction  failures,  etc.  which  were  corrected  or 
repaired  which  resulted  in  considerable  overtime  savings. 

Engineering  Division  ,.     _, 

The  Engineering  Division  is  headed  by  an  Acting  Town 
Engineer  assisted  by  two  engineering  aides. 

In  addition  to  general  engineering  services  such  as  laying  out 
street  lines  for  property  owners;  lines  and  grades  for  walks  and 
driveways;  engineering  inquiries  over  the  telephone; 
miscellaneous  jobs  for  other  town  departments,  etc.,  major 
engineering  was  performed  in  the  following  areas; 

Equipment  Repair  Division 

The  staff  of  the  equipment  repair  section  of  the  D.P.W. 
consists  of  a  supervisor  of  equipment  and  two  mechanics. 

This  section  repaired  and  serviced  approximately  43  pieces  of 
D.P.W.  equipment  during  1973. 

The  minor  repairs  performed  consisted  of  points,  plugs, 
carburetor,  fuel  pumps,  lights,  tires,  horns,  fan  and  drive  belts, 
windshield  wipers,  motor  tune-ups,  brake  and  clutch  adjustments, 
etc.

The 
insurance  covers  an  auxiliary 
patrolman  in  the  event  of  an 
accident  while  on  duty  as 
assigned  by  the  chief  which  is 
part  of  the  training  program. 

The  men  are  continuing  to 
patrol  all  schools  and 
playgrounds  trying  to  help  to 
eliminate  any  damage  caused 
by  vandalism.  The  unit  also 
assists  at  traffic  control  for 
church  services  on  Saturdays 
and  Sundays,  on  holidays  where 
parades  are  held  such  as  on 
Memorial  Day  and  Veterans 
Day.  This  year  as  well  as  last 
year  a  schedule  to  assist  in  the 
control  of  traffic  at  the  carnival 
was  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and 
business  men  and  the  service 
clubs  was  performed  by  the 
unit.

The  Saugus  Finance  Committee,  in  compliance  with 
the  Acts  of  1947,  submits  its  annual  report  of  activities 


The  Saugus  Business 
and  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Commission  is  a 
duly  constituted  agency  of 
the  town  organized  pursu- 
ant to  Chapter  40,  Sec.  8a 
of  the  General  Laws.  Its 
members  are  appointed 
by  the  town  manager. and 
are  charged  with  the  duty 
to  research,  advise  and 
promote  the  commercial 
and  industrial 

development  of  the  town 
so  as  to  help  increase 
revenue  and  achieve  a 
better  quality  of  life  in  a 
balanced  community. 

Presently  the  commission 
consists  of  six  members  with  a 
variety  of  talents  and 
backgrounds:  Stanley  A.  Caras, 
a  local  certified  public 
accountant;  Arthur 

Castraberli,  local  restaurateur 
and  former  chairman  of  the 
Route  One  Businessmen's 
Association;  Michael  V. 
Favale,  technical  illustrator 
and  former  Town  Meeting 
member;  Ronald  Jarosz, 
president  of  Saugus'  Nevron 
Plastics.  Inc.;  and  Jack 
Hickey,  manager  of  the  Saugus 
office  of  the  Essex  County  Bank 
and  Trust  Co. 

The  commission  began  the 
vear  by  participating  in  a 
survey  of  the  parkimg  problem 
at  Saugus  General  Hospital  and 
with  an  advertising  campaign 
in  special  issues  of  the  N'ew 
York  Times  and  the  Boston 
Globe. 

During  the  marathon  1973 
annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
commission  spoke  on  a  variety 
of  zoning  articles  having  a 
commercial  significance  and 
provided  a  major  analysis  of 
the  report  of  the- Zoning  Bylaws 
Study  Committee,  urging 
further  study  of  that  report. 
The  commission  chairman  has 
been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
new  zoning  Bylaw  Study 
Committee  during  this  period  of 
continued  study. 

High  point  of  the 
commission's  1973  activities 
was  the  computer-assisted 
research  of  vacant  land  in 
Saugus  resulting  in  a  valuable 
compilation  of  all  sites  in  town 
with  a  potential  for  commercial 
or  industrial  developement. 
Such  a  project  was  never 
undertaken  before  and  the 
many  months  of  research  have 
produced  a  properly  inventory 
which  will  be  of  unique  value 
for  future  development  plans 
within  the  town.  Techniques  are 
now  being  developed  to  refine 
this  data  into  specific 
development  catagories  and  to 
apply  the  final  inventory  to 
appropriate  inquiries  of 
'prospective  developers.  A 
subcommittee  is  presently 
analyzing  various  means  of 
promoting  Saugus  in  general 
and  certain  locations  in 
particular  to  the  best  advantage 
using  the  data  contained  in  this 
inventory. 

Seek  Business 

The    disastrous    fires    in 

Chelsea    and.  *n  .the    Lynn 


business  district  provided  an 
opportunity  for  the  commission 
to  contact  nearly  100  displaced 
business  concerns  in  these 
areas.  Contact  is  still 
maintained  with  certain  of  the 
most  desirable  operations  in 
the  hope  that  they  may  be 
convinced  to  relocate-  in 
Saugus. 

The  Resco  incinerator  finally 
broke  ground  in  1973, 
commencing  the  largest  single- 
enterprise  development  on  our 
history.  Recognizing  the 
tremendous  potential  in  this 
project  for  success  or  failure, 
the  commission  has 
scrutinized  all  aspects  of  its 
development  to  help  in 
achieving  the  best  possible 
environmental  and  financial 
results  for  the  town.  The 
chairman  inspected  a  very 
similar  incinerator  facility  in 
Montreal  and  reported  on  its 
clean  and  efficient  operation.  It 
appears  that  the  Resco  plant 
will  surely  be  an  environmental 
and  technological  success,  but 
the  commission  is  concerned 
with  the  interim  land  fill 
operation  and  hopes  to  curb 
excessive  expansion  that  could 
jeopardize  the  site  as  a  location 
for  future  commercial 
development. 

Tax  Matters 

Taxation  of  the  completed 
incinerator  is  also  a  complex 
and  crucial  matter  for  Saugus 
residents  and  the  Commission 
will  continue  to  research  this 
area  and  provide  appropriate 
advice  for  our  representatives 
during  negotiations  with  the 
developers. 

Currently  also  under  study  by 
the  Commission  are  a  wide 
variety  of  new  tax  incentives 
aimed  at  attracting  new 
industry  lo  the  Commonwealth. 
We  seek  to  learn  the  real  value 
of  this  legislation  for 
commercial  development,  as 
well  as  its  compatability  with 
our  local  tax  programs. 

The  advent  of  the  residential 
condominium  also  presents  a 
source  of  possible  concern  for 
all  communities  and  the  entire 
Commission  is  researching 
these  developments  to 
determine  their  possible 
impact  on  the  town's 
population,  tax  base  and  school 
system.  At  present,  such 
information  is  not  readily 
available  but  the  experience  of 
other  communities  is  being 
analyzed. 

We  have  also  launched  a 
program  of  seminars  to  be 
hosted  by  the  Commission  and 
involving  participation  by  most 
of  the  other  boards  and 
committees  in  the  town.  The 
goal  is  to  discover  a  cross- 
section  of  the  town's  thoughts 
relative  to  commercial  and 
industrial  development  and  to 
arrive,  if  possible,  at  a 
consensus  of  opinion  as  to  the 
types  of  development  most 
preferred." 

The  Commission  welcomes 
inquiries  from  qualified 
citizens  interested  m  serving  as 
members.  All  applicants  must 
apply  first  with  the  Town 
Manager  and  submit  a  detailed 
resurn*-. 


The  Finance  Committee, 
consisting  of  nine  (91  members, 
is  appointed  by  the  Town 
Moderator,  three  (3)  each  year 
for  a  period  of  (3)  years. 
Moderator  Richard  Barry 
appointed  as  new  members, 
Richard  Barnes,  Kreon  Cyros 
and  John  McGrane.  The 
appointments  were  made  at  the 
close  of  the  1973  annual  Town 
Meeting. 

During  1973  the  Finance 
Committee  met  25  times  for  the 
purpose  of  reviewing  various 
requests  for  transfer  from  the 
Reserve  Fund,  examining 
department  expenditures, 
conducting  department  budget 
hearings  and  public  hearing 
concerning  annual  budget 
requests  and  other  financial 
articles  contained  in  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  warrant.  In 
addition,  as  in  the  past,  sub- 
committee meetings  were  held 
by  members  to  evaluate  the 
necessity  of  certain  expense 
and  capital  type  expenditures. 

The.  preparation  of  budget 
recommendations  for  the  1973 
annual  Town  Meeting  was 
unique  in  the  fact  that  due  to 
the  necessity  of  having  to 
change  to  a  new  fiscal 
accounting  period,  it  was 
necessary  to  provide  for  an  (18) 
month  budget  period  .  .  .  from 
January  1973  through  June  1974. 
Massachusetts     municipalities 


have  operated  for  many  years 
on  a  calendar  year  (Jan.  1-Dec. 
31),  while  the  Commonwealth 
and  Federal  Governments  have 
operated  on  a  fiscal  year  (July 
1-June  30)  basis. 

Change  In  Periods 
To  synchronize  accounting 
periods  and  implement  the 
proper  transition,  as  mandated 
by  Chapter  849  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  it  became  necessary  to 
extend  our  usual  budget  period 
by  six  months  into  1974.  At  the 
conclusion  of  this  (18)  month 
period,  beginning  July  1,  1974, 
the  town  will  revert  to  the  (12) 
month  fiscal  period  (July  1- 
June  30)  consistent  with 
Federal  and  State 
Governments. 

The  Finance  Committee 
received  a  minimal  number  of 
transfer  requests  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  during  the  first 
(12)  months  of  the  (18)  month 
budgetary  period.  The 
relatively  small  number  of 
requests  during  1973  results 
primarily  from  the  fact  that 
the  1973  annual  Town  Meeting 
appropriation  provided  funding 
for  the  additional  (6)  months 
thi  ough  June  1974,  leaving 
funds  available  during  this 
period  for  any  emergencies  that 
existed.  The  Committee  is 
optimistic,  and  very  confident 
that     with    careful    fiscal

management  and  control,  that 
the  need  for  Reserve  Fund 
transfers  will  be  minimized 
during  the  first  (6)  months  of 
1974. 

A  summary  of  transfer 
requests  during  1973  is  as 
follows;  Fire-severance  pay, 
$10,887,  deferred;  Fire-medical 
expense,  $2,100,  deferred;  Fire- 
replacement  salaries,  $2,000, 
deferred;  Election-recount 
expense,  $404,  approved; 
Council  on  Aging-bus  expense, 
$2,500,  deferred;  Council  on 
Aging-bus  expense,  $1,450, 
deferred;  Veterans,  $12,000, 
Approved;  Collector  Treasurer, 
$547,  Approved;  Fire,  $270, 
approved. 

Note:  Deferments  are 
made  only  after  careful 
examination  of  available  funds 
in  the  existing  appropriations, 
or  if  legal  considerations  must 
be  evaluated  prior  to 
expenditure.
